(Continuing from the last issue of THE CARRIER, where Stan was to see for hin- 
self the largest refugee camp in existence at the Hungarian border....we continue. 


"The Hungarian Border. ‘The name of the town was Traiskirchen. Entering 
the grounds, a German-speaking official of some kind demanded what business I had 
there, but luckily, a Hungarian walking beside me persuaded the man to let me 
pass. The frendly Hungarian then took me to see the "man in charge." We walked 
among large drab moth-eaten buildings where, presumably, the Hungarians were 
housed. Sad-faced disillusioned individuals of various sorts were roaming around 
put not everything was depressing, for several were playing vollyball on an 
athletic field, and none was dressed too shabbily, that is in utter rags, as woult 
be the case in other areas that I was soon to see. At any rate these people were 
being clothed, housed, and fed. And as we walked through the corridor, I could 
see a Mickey Mouse cartoon being shown in a dark room. Sounds of broadcast radios 
were issuing from other rooms, although I was soon to learn that this was certe 
ainly no indication of living comfort, 

twWandering into the movie room, I hit, by chance a Hungarian who made my 
visit to the camp one of the most rewarding experiences of my life. Never have I 
met a man in a group, whose mentality end outlook contrasted so much with his 
immediate associates. Whereas the majority of refugees hanging around the premisé

appeared depressed, my new friend immediately struck me as intelligent, happy 
industrious, and forward looking; and since he was one of the few individuals 

in the eamp who Imew English, his friendliness toward me proved most informatives 
After meeting Johns family he invited me to go with them to their living 
quarters where we could talk, climbing up the top floor to a schoolboy's bedroom. 
This was their living quarters - and they shared it with two other women! In 
other words, four fifths of the floor space was bed space - and as we entered 

we found one of the women washing clothes in a large bucket, taking up the ree 
maining space, The room contained nothing else but a few clothes hanging here 
and there and a picture of Donald Duck which had been drawn on the wall. Then for 
two "“suspensful" hours, intensely interesting hours, John, related his own eye- 
witness story of the Hungarian Revolution. Egpeciaily with the realization that 
the border over which this man and his family had just escaped was only 30 miles 
down the road. He did not stop after relating how he had deserted the communist 
army and fought his own countrymen with a sub-machine..gun, how the revolutionary 
hopes rose, fluctuated, and fell as the communist tanks moved in, how the family 
escaped into Austria, for his life in Hungary had given him an acute understanding 
of impressions of the RedRegime in Hungary in pre-revohutionary days. For hin, 
the most unbearable thing had been the lack of freedom of self expression, and 
the constant fear that your best friend might be an informer. This had been too 
much for the people of hungary to take, and so it is not surprising that, after 
observing semi-~revolutionary successes in Poland, and thus coming under fhe 
delusion that Soviet Russia was beginning to give in to satellite cries of 
freedom - they tcok a chance, And yet the Hungarians hadn't regarded their final 
struggle as a gamble ~ for as John testified: "When we flared into revolt to 
begin the second stage of the revolution - we actually believed we were going to 
wine" By the time I hit _the road te South Austria it was ractical Ly. darks 
But I was behihd schedule and determined to reac ugoslavia as soon aS possible. 
With such thoughts, we parted in Kaltenfurt and I turned toward Yugoslaviae 


‘ri i Lj ‘mlessly wandered through my first communist city in 
pee ot Wl ees tot ait pichts Everyone's Poor's i was struck with 
the plainness, drabness, and dullness of-window displays I was hungry so found 
a restaurant and later joined at my table by a Yugoslav couple. No English- _ 
speaking here. I tried my limited German and it worked! We made friends, and 
they insisted upon paying, and did pay for my 50¢ meal..The following morning EA 
made my way to a small breakfast shop for the cheapest breakfast of my career = 
hot milk and all the French bread I could eat for 7¢§ Still in my mind were_ the 
confusing words of last night's hotel manager. #A room with three beds -wili cost 
350 dinera" he had stated in English, "But I donit want three beds = there are onl; 
one of me,.not three§", I blurted out, "Well, if you want to pay less, you can 
have a room with five_beds," jee retorted, Before shouting av him, it suddenly 
dawned on me that he was renting me a bed only - not a room - which is the custom 
in Southern Europe. In other words, you_share one room with various local | 
customers, trustworthy and otherwisé....It was a_warm morning and I was anxious 
to get on the road. Arriving in Zagreb at 5:30 PM, I began walking the streetse 
A weird feeling crept over me - something Was wrong with the city. Then 


realized that there was no noise§ What is a city without noise? All that came 


to my ears were the clicks of many walking feet = yes - people all right, but no 
one said a word - just walking along in their ragged clothes, in silence = like 
gombies. Nor were there any shouting of newsboys, no glimmer of self expression 
in anyone. Is this the result of the "informer system?" Then I hitched a ride 

in a truck and arrived in Belgrade. Never have I felt.so miserably cold, As Tf 
entered the station waiting room, my motive was first to get warm second to sleepe 
But what a mess! I might @s well have been in a snake pit.e Cold and crowded witn 
wretched creatures of all descriptions, the room swam around my dazed tired head 
like a pi htmare as I closed my eyes. “But, the noise blinked them open constantly 
seeing an beings, some standing, some sitting, lying. each and every one dress= 
ed in ubter rags. Where's the communist authori ties? In-he came, with a stick 

= a well dressed person at last = a policeman's uniform and a loud harsh voice 
ordering sleeping personnel from their peaceful recline. I could stand it no 
longer and rushed out into the street....e(THIS has been the second installment
